bring pressure upon the House to pass 
the measure. 


Consideration of the bill was held 


up pending a report ."rom the House 
committee, who arc investigating road 
improvement district bond payments. 


Preparations to begin work on 110 


miles of concrete paving in 15 coun- 
ties, for which contracts were award- 
ed tentatively a week ago, and to 
begin state force construction pro- 
jects in 48 other counties have been 
halted by the state Highway Commis- 
sion pending solution of the legisla- 
tive controversy regarding the bien- 
nial highway appropriation bill, it was 
learned. 


Must Be,,... W»rk l>y March 1 


Members of the Highway Commis- 


sion said that work not launched by 
March 1 or soon thereafter cannot be 
completed in time to share in the 100 
per cent federal aid payments, which 
cease September 1. 


-M,i I.TJj-Jjixis. .Si'pliiincd . that -federal 


regulations provide that 
the work 


must have been completed and ap- 
proved by September 1 before "double 
federal aid" can be paid on H. 


The Highway Commission has plan- 


ned to u.se the double federal aid for 
a large part of the construction work 
called for in contracts awarded ten- 
tatively at its meeting January 21 and 
for work to be awarded at its next 
meeting February 18. 


Final award of contracts on 23 pro- 


jects on which bids were received a 
week ago were withheld pending pas- 
sage of the biennial appropriation 
measure, but contractors had been 
authorised to begin making prclim- 
iniary plans so work could start im- 
mediately after the appropriation is 
made. District engineers likewise had 
been instructed to be prepared to start 
state force work in all counties in 
which no contract work is in progress, 
the commission having allotted 51,- 
1000,000 in state funds, released by 
the double 
federal aid, to be used 


lor such construction work as could 
be done advantageously by farmers 
and their teams. 


Recau.se of the prospective delay in 


passing the appropriation bill, con- 
tractors and district engineers were 
notified to delay their plans until 
further notice. 


Hinges on Appropriation 


The commission explained at its 


meeting last week 
that 
contracts 


could not be awarded until the ap- 
propriation for tin: new biennium has 
been made, since it is illegal to award 
contracts in excess of appropriations. 
While the work could begin immed- 
iately if the appropriation had been 
made, no payments on the work could 
he made until after the beginning of 
the department's new 
fiscal 
year, 


March 1. 


The special committee, 
authorized 


by a House resolution adopted Wed- 
nesday to investigate district bonds 
in advance of their maturity date, as 
authorized by an act of 1929, met 
Thursday night and elected Repre- 
sentative Kitchens of Columbia coun- 
ty as chairman. Other members are 
Representatives Smith of Pulaski and 
Wheatley of Craighead. The resolu- 
tion named the members and provid- 
ed that the House should not consid- 
er the highway appropriation bill un- 
til the committee submits its report. 
The resolution originally allowed the 
committee 15 days in which to make 
it;; investigation, but it was amended 
to require a report in five days. The 
report will be due Tuesday.

Government engineers were called to 
solve the problem.

above the old mouth of the White 
river. It is below Montgomery point 
and cuts across from the White river 
through swampy terrain.

Aged Feudist Dies 
Friday In Virginia 


Known To Have Killed 9 


and Credited With 


Killing 36 


POUND, Va. — (£>) — "Bad" John 


Wright, 92, for years a leading figure 
in mountain feuds, in this section, 
died early Friday morning at his 
home near here. 


It is known that he killed nine per-

Today and 1914 


THE statement is not infrequently made, in reputable maff- 
"1* azines, in conversations and in the press, that interna- 
tional relations are "the same" today as they were in 1914, 
just before the outbreak of the World War. Evidence is stat- 
ed m terms of expenditures for armaments, and sizes of arm- 
ies and navies, as compared with similar figures for .1914. 


But before drawing too glib an analogy between today 


and 1914, or too sinister a conclusion, it might be well to ex- 
amine the comparison to see in how far it holds good. No 
one who looks farther than military statistics will declare 
that the world situation of 1931 duplicates that of 1914. To 
achieve a duplication of the political and international pat-- 
tern of 1914, the work of seventeen years would have to be 
undone; the experiences and lessons of the World War would 
have to be eliminated; and certain movements and tendencies 
of extraordinary importance, which indicte the: tenor of thf 
post-war age, would have to be nullified. 


Outstanding among these is the new role played on the 


international stage by women, as voters, as participants in 
commerce1 and politics, as molders of public opinion. An- 
other js the continuous leveling of barriers between nations 
as a result of education, increased travel, and the post-war 
development of aviation and radio. Still another is the sig- 
nificant fact that war is losing its heroic aspect in the public 
consciousness. And perhaps the most vital factor of all is to 
be found in the repeated diplomatic efforts for peace which 
the nations are launching, with xwhich the pre-war Hague 
conferences are not to be compared. 


In 1914 the Hague treaties alone stood between armed 


peace and disaster. The failure of these treaties was due to 
their woeful inadequacy, which resulted from a general ig-

Inquiry, which investigated slavery 
and forced labor in the African re- 
public, reports that between 1912 
and 1920 the redemption price for 
female slaves was about $20 and 
that for men about ?15, but that 
since 1920 the price for women has 
been'$3*0 and that for men has re- 
mained the same. 


Domestic slaves 
become 
such 


under the "pawning" system, which 
is officially recognized by the Si- 
berian government but which the 
commission severely condemns. In 
return for money, Human beings, 
usually child relatives but 
often 


wives or mothers, are given into 
uncompensatecl servitude for indefi- 
nite periods and with little chance 
of redeeming themselves. 


Woman Pawned for $3 


Pawns may be repawned by the 


holder, and the commission found 
persons remaining in pawn for 10, 
20, 40 years or for life. One woman 
had been held in pawn six years for 
the sum of 55. Instances are cited 
where, in order to pay government 
fines or taxes, many natives pawned 
wives, sisters or children for from 
515 to ?40. 


Late in December, the State De- 


partment sent a scathing note of, 
censure to the Liberian government 
which is supposed to have caused 
the resignations of President King 
and Vice President Yancy. Secre- 
tary Stimson said the report estab- 
lished the direct criminal partici- 
pation of Yancy and many other of- 
ficials in shipment of forced labor 
to Fernando Po and said King was 
aware of the various practices. 


The note mentioned evidence of

Liberia has promised to clean up, 
it said, but had done nothing In 
that direction and guilty officials re- 
mained in offlco.

The "basket punishment" was a
